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Elba Council holds first post-election meeting

The Elba City Council held two 
meetings Monday evening, one to 
handle routine business and the sec- 
ond was a organizational meeting 
following the federal court ordered 
new city council elections. 

The first meeting was the regular 
meeting to handle city business. This 
meeting went fairly smooth, even 
though there was no agreement on 
an annual budget or what, if any, 
type additional tax would be im- 
posed. 

The second meeting ended min- 
utes after it started when the council 
failed to accept a Haywood rec- 
ommendation for a board appoint- 
ment. 

During the first meeting the coun- 
cil heard a representative of TCI 


concerning the cable TV service in 
Elba. 

Council members and others 
present asked company _ repre- 
sentative Jack Gilbert questions 
about pricing of service in Elba and 
adjoining communities; about the 
possibility of getting a Panama City 
channel on the Elba system; whether 
WSFA would remain on the cable 
system; about the number of chan- 
nels available in Troy and Brundidge 
and also asked about low quality of 
reception on several channels. 

Council member Earl McCol- 
lough questioned Gilbert extensively 
about the price difference in Troy 
and Elba. He wanted to know why 
the company continued to charge 
Elba higher rates when Gilbert ad- 
mitted they were making money in 
Troy and Brundidge, even at lower 
rates. The answer was that the com- 
pany wasn’t getting a fair rate of re-

However problems arose when 
Haywood recommended naming 
new council member Brad Wilson to 
the scat presently held by Bill Brun- 
son. 

No council member would make 
that motion, however Brunson, for 
the second time, questioned the ne- 
cessity of the re-appointments.

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board monthly meeting Monday 
evening was routine, Paying bills re- 
viewing the financial statement was 
the business, 

Monthly bills totaling $32,351 
were approved for payment, 

The financial statement shows the 
utility started the year with $360,000 
cash and ended with a drop to 
$167,000, 

The statement indicated the debt 
had been reduced by $113,000; 
$120,000 in new construction has 
been completed; $68,000 was spent 
in lighting at the new school; 
$405,000 was transferred to the City 
and an additional $80,000 is due 
from the City on the sewer system. 

The annual profit was down $75- 
$100,000, This is due mostly to add- 
ed salaries and some increase in 
maintenance cost, Chairman Mickey 
Murdock said, 

Accounts Receivable (or late pay- 
ments) were at $2675, In some of 
these cases, meters have been pulled 
and no single account was alarm- 
ingly high, Murdock told board 
members, 

The Board voted to establish a 
$100,000 emergency fund to pay for 
repairs caused by ice storms, etc, To 
spend into this fund will take a vote 
of at least four of the five board 
members, 


son to the Water & Electric Board. 
Haywood said, “There will be no 
motions from the floor for appoint- 
ments.” Haywood said they could 
adjourn if the council didn’t want to 
accept his recommendation., 
Brunson then looked at Haywood 
and said, Well, it looks like we are 
back to paying the lawyers again.” 

When asked if he had any reasons 
for the change, Haywood said. there 
were two reasons; “I was appointed 
superintendent of the Water and 
Electric and consider I did a pretty 
decent job.”

The council approved payment of 
bills totaling $20,847.38. This in-

Mayor Haywood said it would be 
necessary to find some additional 
money, cither from a sales tax, gas- 
oline tax or borrow funds from the 
bank. 

Haywood said he would like to 
see the council adopt the budget pre- 
sented to them and raise the addi- 
tional funds however they felt was 
best. 

Visitors at the meeting questioned 
the need for additional funds and had 
the City considered cutting cx- 
penses, including unnecessary cm- 
ployces. 

Haywood acknowledged they had 
done so. He noted that one problem 
was an ordinance passed in 1985 
which gave “step raiscs” to cm- 
ployees. “This ordinance needs to be 
modified,” the mayor said. He added 
that when you cut back on pay, you 
cut back on services. 

Haywood said people drive to En- 
terprise, Dothan and Montgomery 
and already pay 8¢ sales tax. He 
didn't agree that adding a cent in 
Elba would hurt business. 

The mayor added that the pro- 
posed budget included a 21/2% cost 
of living raise for city employees.

Consuming most of Monday 
moming’s session was a discussion 
on the paving of the Penny Road. 

Addressing the commissioners on 
behalf of the residents living on the 
road was Ray Boyd. Boyd was not 
on the commission's formal agenda 
bul was given permission to address 
the group. 

“I'd like to put the last page in the 
book on this road issue that we've 
been working on,” said Boyd. 

Boyd noted that several excuses 
had been offered as to why the road 
had not been paved, At the time, he 
agreed that most of them made 
sense. However, now, he feels there 
is no reason the road cannot be com- 
pleted, 

During the March 22nd meeting, 
the commission voted to place both 
the Penny Road and Sawyer Road in 
the #5 slot on the priority list of 
roads to be paved, It was agreed that 
both of the roads would be worked 
on simultaneously, 

Engineer Mark Pool was given an 
opportunity to respond to Mr, 
Boyd's request, 

Pool stated that he was attempting 
to bush hog the right-of-ways along 
county roadways.

He stated that there are more than 
500 miles of right-of-way to be 
mowed before cold weather and 
rainy season sets in, 

“We don’t have enough people to 
do both,” Pool said, “It takes nine 
poopie on the bush hog crew.”

“We've got by with the grass as it is 
up to now. Leave the bush hogs 
parked and let's pave that road.” 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks of- 
fered the motion and the commission 
unanimously voted to pave the Pen-

Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns appeared before the commis- 
sioners seeking their assistance in

Whoopee! It’s out in the open again at the Elba City Council mectings 
Monday’s night's sudden adjournment because no council member would 
make a mouon wanted by the mayor brought back a Mood of memories of 
all the humps and bumps of the past year. When people have expressed 
Opinions in recent months that all must be going well with our elected city 


officials, we have been shaking our head and explaining the problems had 
just moved to the background. Now they have again exploded full blossom 
on the front row 


For a moment and without our reader or the writer taking a side, this might 
explain to those not close to the issue exactly what is happening right now 
Mayor Ricky Haywood has expressed the opinion on several occasions 
that previous mayors in Elba have named their choice of people to jobs 
and/or boards. He indicates his belief that he was clected to do this. Coun- 
cil members, who have served before, have ken a position that the law 
gives them the right to vote on most, if not all, of these matters. Neither 
has been able to change the mind of the other 


It has been the common practice in Elba and many other cities in Alabama 
with a Mayor/Council form of government, for the council to have input in 
these matters. Usually mayors will talk with various council members to 
get their feelings before making a recommendation, hoping to find a per- 
son all are comfortable with in a particular position. Other umes they have 
been seen asking council members to nominate and appoint a person ol 
their choosing. The law appears to back up this position, but Ricky Hay- 
wood disagrees and continues an effort to govern as he feels is his night 
Support rs of Haywood made no seeret of their hopes that the recent fed- 
eral court-ordered city council election would give Haywood a majority of 
council members who believed as he did on this issue. Only one new 
member was named by the voters and an effort to place this new member, 
Brad Wilson, on the utility board was the trigger for Monday's disagree- 
ment and adjournment. Haywood wanted to replace Bill Brunson and rec- 
ommended Wilson for the board scat 


Haywood has often disagreed with second term council member Bill Brun- 
son on procedure, with Brunson citing the law or quictly voting a convic- 
uon contrary to that of Haywood. Brunson did much of the negotiations 
with attorneys for Pat Boothe last fall in a effort that kept that matter from 
becoming a full blown multimillion dollar lawsuit as the Freddie Hanchey 
case has become. Haywood openly opposed that settlement. Brunson was 
also the utility board member making the motion to remove Haywood as 
superintendent last year after Haywood, as utilily superintendent, filed a 
lawsuit against the board members. Haywood cited this removal from the 
superintendent's position as one of the reasons for his recommendation to 
replace Brunson. 


In all fairness to Wilson, there has not yet been a vote by the city council 
which would confirm that he will actually vote consistantly (or at all) with 
Haywood on controversial matters. However he replaced Ronnie Jinright, 
who often disagreed with Haywood and developed a name for insisting the 
city business be conducted, “by the book.” At this point any statement that 
Wilson would be a “yes” man on the council or the utility board is specu- 
lation. Haywood seems to have taken the position that any change would 
be better for him. 


So much for that. Now, believe it or not, we have an opinion on this mat- 
ter. Appointments to the utility board must be made by the city council. 
Apparently everyone agrees or the appointments would not have been be- 
tore the council Monday night. We think Alabama law gives the council 
members the authority to appoint any qualified citizen of Elba to these po- 
sitions. When Ricky Haywood refuses to allow even a motion or nomina- 
uion contrary to his wishes, he is bad overstepping his authority and is 
showing disrespect for his fellow city officials. He is also showing disre- 
spect for the laws of the United States and the State of Alabama and last 
but not least, the people of Elba who elected him AND the city council 
members. The “checks and balances” as designed by law are not in place. 


We don’t need to forget that acuon taken Friday by Haywood in firing two 
employees and the city attorney are also stirring the electorate - as well as 
generating predictions of further problems. 


We have been asked dozens of times this week (and in past months), many 
variations of the question, “What will solve this problem?” We don’t have 
a good workable answer. It may have to get worse before someone finds a 
solution. We surely don’t believe all this we have written will make even a 
blip on the chart of smoothing out the humps and bumps, but folks we are 
bad worried.

Letter to President: Time 


Last week, I talked specifi 
cally about the dangers of allowing 
American troops to fall under the 
command of United Nations peace- 
keeping forces overseas 

Unfortunately, since I wrote 
that column, more American deaths 
have occurred in Somalia and some 
of our military personnel have even 
been taken hostage 

This week, I would like to 
offer some excerpts trom a letter 
which I and 60 of my House Repub- 
lican colleagues signed and sent to 
President Clinton on October 6. It 
calls forthe immediate withdrawal of 
all American military personnel from 
Somalia. 

“Dear Mr. President: We are 
gravely concerned by the worsening 
crisis in Somalia thatever more deeply 
involves the United States. The esca- 
lating cost of American lives inan ill- 
detined cause must end. Americans 
deserve an explanation for what is 
becoming a national tragedy. 

“In response to a truly horren- 
dous human rights tragedy, President 
Bush sent U.S. armed forces to So- 
malia to allow food to reach the starv- 
ing. In doing so, he made a commit- 
ment to withdraw our forces when 
that mission was completed and re- 
turn the operation to the United Na- 
tions. 

"As has been acknowledged 
by your Administration, the Bush mis- 
sion was accomplished, but our ser- 
vicemen and women have not come 
home. Instead, large numbers of U.S. 
armed forces have been turned over 
to the U.N. and the mission has been 
changed to include the substantial 
task of nation building in a hostile 
environment.

“We have been troubled by 
this changing mission for sometime. 
On April 1, 1993, House Republi 
cans adopted the enclosed Statement 
of Republican Policy calling on you

We have discovered, sadly, that 
only those people on Social Security 
can get exemption from the new 
mandatory garbage collection fees to 
Waste Away. There is one excep- 
“ion, unemployed can be exempt on 
a month to month basis, 

This is ridiculous, there are many 
people who get no sort of check and 
others with low income that cannot 
afford these fees. Some programs 
must be set up to cover these, 

My husband receives a VA disa- 
bility but his trips to Birmingham are 
not adequately covered by VA and 
other expenses will make fees hard 
to meet especially if they go up and 
we would be hard put to pay for the 
container ($50) that is almost sure to 
be vandalized or stolen, 

This fee for cart replacement is 
also ridiculous, Few people have this 
kind of moncy and the current rate 
of mailbox lose should give a hint of 
what to expect with the carts. 

We ask the commissioners to 
work on this immediately! We sug- 

‘gest that a good start would be to au- 

tomatically exempt those that re- 
ceive food stamps. This would cut 
down a lot on red tape and should 
adequately cover the lowest income 
persons. If the entire fee is not ex- 
empl, a reduced rate should be given 
to. these people and to elderly and 
disabled. 

The needy of this area have a 
right to expect immediate help form 
their elected officials. They did not 
ask for this additional burden on 
their finances. 

We appreciate the environmental 
issue of careful containment of 
waste, but the contract “customers” 
‘are being forced to sign smacks of 
“state” and not much of “people.” 
Why would not trash bags on plat- 
forms do as well? 

Commissioners, check out these 
things carefully and look at what 
your people are being asked to swal- 
low and get in there and do some- 
thing! 

Why, since this is mandatory, are 
-we not forcing recycling? Since 
Waste Away does not seem to men- 
ion it in the rules, we have to as- 
sume there isn’t any! The landfill 
won't last long this way and the 
county will be forced to dig up more 
land, Get real, commissioners, how 
long can the county take every- 
body’s trash without even recycling? 

We have had good service from a 
small private hauler who gave dis- 
counts to low income families. If 

- they could stay in business and make 
a profit, why can’t a big company 
like Waste Away? 

The people of this area have a 
right to expect better than this and 

hope they will soon get it.

{ want to start this with talking 
about people that I knew and asso- 
ciated with. 

J. Vardie Wright and his wife, 
Florric, were friends of mine by the 
time I was 21 or 22 years old. Vardie 
was about 22 years older than I and 
Florrie was about 14 years older. 
Age made absolutely no difference, 
we were friends. J. V. and Florrie 
lived across the crooked White Wa- 
ter Creek bridge in a big old com- 
fortable house. J. V., I am sure, had 
owned a boat of some type for years. 
They lived at the confluence of the 
Pea River and White Water Creck. 

In the early to mid 1940's Vardie 
got me interested in boating on the 
river. He bought a beautiful Wolve- 
rine boat with a Johnson outboard 
motor. This was during WWII but he 
knew how to get things done. He 
urged me to get one too. It did not 
take much urging. I got a 14 foot sol- 
id mahogany deck down to the gun- 
nel (or gunwale) and the hull was 
white cedar. I had a big Evinrude 
with electric starter. They were most 
beautiful boats. Nothing of today’s 
synthetic materials could compare 
with the sheen and warmth of the 
gorgeous mahogany and the white 
hull, Vardie had Dorsey to build a 
crane and placed it on the point 
where the creek and river converge. 
We played up and down the river 
and had to leam where every sunken 
obstacle was. They were too big for 
this river so we started going to Fort 
Walton where we had the sound and 
the huge Choctawhatchee Bay. 

Sam Sawyer got him a boat, so 
did Charles Hayes and A. C. Duna- 
way. We all had trailers for our boats 
and some weck-ends several of us 
would head for Buck’s Store on the 
Santa Rosa Sound where we could 
put our boats into the water for 
launching. We did not fish. They 
were for the joy of the wind in your 
face, hitting the waves and a care 
free feeling that is difficult to de- 
scribe. When the weather was calm 
we went through East Pass into the 
Gulf of Mexico. Several of us did 
this for a number of years, Vardie 
later bought a Montgomery City 
Street Car and had it remodeled or 
rather I should say, converted, into a 
real nice mobile home. He leased 
property and placed it on Santa Rosa 
Island. It probably was about where 
we used to walk across the sound 
from the boat from Miramar Hotel to 
swim in the Gulf. Some mornings 
we would get up, we were always up 
early, and go from Fort Walton to 
Niceville where a restaurant had 
steps from the water up into the 
building, We would have breakfast 
looking out on the water. I always 
carried some one down with me, as 
did Vardie and the others, It was 
more fun to have someone with you, 

One summer, it could nave been 
as early as 1944, Vardie and I rented 
two cabins over at the quaint fishing 
village of Destin. He took his wife, 
Florric, and his mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Estelle Hutchison, I took my Mother 
and my small niece, Margaret Bon- 
neau English. Of course, Vardie and 
I had our boats, 

My Mother enjoyed life and 
though she never learned to swim, 
she loved riding in my boat, Of 
course, I had life jackets to fit her

The reason my small niece, Mar- 
garet, was with Mother and I will be 
explained.

You feel free to dis- 
cuss things that here-to-fore were 
left unsaid. You see my sister, Co- 
rinne, was a beautiful young lady 
“Miss Elba” and talented. The young 
men were dating her, most of the 
time my Mother required me to dou- 
ble date with her. This older man 
came along and convinced Mother 
that his 9 years of more maturity 
would make him better prepared to 
take good care and provide for her. 
Mother was woo’ed as much as she. 
They were married August 7, 1939. 
Corinne was only 17 years old. Mar- 
garet Bonneau English was born at 
Edge Hospital in Troy. The doctor 
was Dr. Oscar N. Edge. She was 
bom April 9, 1941. Not too long af- 
ter her birth, Corinne showed some 
signs of mental illness. Doctors at- 


tributed it to the recent child birth. . 


On March 11, 1942 my Father, John 
Moorer Bonneau, died suddenly at 
age 55. I was only 22 years old and 
left to run a large business enterprise 
and did it well until I decided I was 
losing the joy of my youth, and start- 
ed playing too much to make up for 
lost time. 

WWII was raging on and more 
and more people were being called 
into service. 

By the way, my Mother said that 
Corinne’s daughter should be named 
Margaret for her grandmother Eng- 
lish, that she had 15 children and not 
one named for her. She a least 
should have a granddaughter. 

Mother and I reared Margaret. I 
helped teach her to walk, taught her 
to swim, to drive a car, and the 
things that a father should do for a 
child. No one could be closer, 


Corinne was taken to Birming- 
ham to the most eminent psychiatrist 
we could find. Dr. Beckton ran Hill- 
crest Sanitorium. She would stay 
there for 6 months at a time and 
come home for a little while and 
then I would take her back. This 
went on so long that Dr. Beckton 
called Mother and told her to come 
with me to get Corinne. He told 
Mother that he did not think it was 
fair to keep taking her money when 
it really was real expensive custodial 
care, 

Mother did not give up. She read 
where some neuro-surgeon had done 
a Pre-Frontal Lobotomy with suc- 
cess, I called a good friend in Birm- 
ingham and since he was a big insu- 
rance man I knew he would know 
the best one available, I went to 
Birmingham and talked to Dr. Wal- 
ter Haynes and he agreed to perform 
the surgery but wanted to explain the 
risks, There was a 50-50 chance of 
surviving the surgery. Mother asked 
me to make the final decision, I said 
that there is a chance and we will 
take it, Corinne had always had an 
abiding faith in God. My sister, Ha- 
zcl, from Opp, went to Birmingham 
when I took Corinne up for the oper- 
ation. I told her we were doing all 
we could to help her. She realized 
she was very ill and wanted help. 
For three days Dr. Haynes would not 
say whether she was going to make 
it or not. Of course we had 3 R. N. 
nursing shifts with Corinne, It was a 
rather long recovery, but with her 
faith in God and all the help of the 
family and my Mother's doing 
everything she and money could do, 
Corinne became a loving, caring 
church goer, singing in the choir and 
helped to care for her mother the last 
few years of her life, 

I went off into a tangent when | 
was telling about our boating esca- 
pades and wrote about Margaret, 

I really never know what I will 
Say until I write it down.

ELBA FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH 


He was a small man with brown 
skin and black hair. He spoke excel- 
lent English with a strong accent. 
His first name, “Zecharias,” was 
from the Bible, given to him at his 
conversion. His family name, “Day- 
ot,” identified him as being from a 
large Filipino family. He held us 
spellbound as he described his fami- 
ly’s ordeal during World War II 
when the Japanese occupied his is- 
land homeland. He described a time 
when they had to hide in the jungle 
to escape a patrol, and it became 
necessary to hold his hand over his 
baby’s mouth to keep it’s crics from 
revealing their whereabouts. Our lit- 
Ue congregation listened with won- 
der as he described the days of liber- 
ation when Gencral MacArthur kept 
his promise to retum and sct the is- 
lands free. 

Zecharias Dayot was brought to 
speak to the small independent 
church I attended in the late forties 
by our pastor. Both were students at 
Howard College. He was in the U. S. 
to study through the generosity of 
missionaries who had come to ad- 
mire and respect the work of this Fil- 
ipino pastor; they wanted to help 
him develop his leadership skills so 
that he could assist in the work of 
the churches in his country. 

Because the young preacher was 
on a very limited budget, my mother 
helped collect money to buy some 
basics for him such as underwear 
and shirts. We felt a kinship with 
him in spite of the obvious differenc- 
cs between our background and his. 

Zecharias Dayot was the first 
“foreigner” I had ever known. He 
helped broaden my horizons beyond 
the narrow world in which I had 
grown up. He was a representative 
of “Far away places with strange 
sounding names,” that were the sub- 
ject of a popular song of that day. 
His courage in the face of danger, 
and his commitment to share the 
Gospel were an inspiration to me as 
I was secking to know God’s will for 
my life. Me 

Year’s later, | visited the Phillip- 
pines. I regret that I did not get to 
see Mr. Dayot pereabaly: but it was 
most meaningful to talk to people 
who knew him, and to Icarn of his 
long and fruitful ministry as a leader

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No Diploma No Driver's License

A new law (Act 93-368) was passed 
last year by the Alabama legislature. 
This law was passed to try to keep peo 
ple in school. The act states “that the De 
partment of Public Safety will deny a 
driver's license to any person under the 
age of 19 who does not present a diplo 
ma or other certificate of graduation or 
documentation that the person (1) is en 
rolled and making satisfactory progress 
in 4 course leading to a general educa- 
tional development certificate (GED) 
form a state-approved institution or or 
ganization, or has obtained the certifi 
cate; (2) is enrolled in a secondary 
school in this or any other state; (3) is 
participating in a job training program 
approved by the State Superintendent of 
Education; (4) is gainfully employed; (5) 
is a parent with the care and custody of a 
minor or unborn child; (6) has a physi 
cians certification that the parents of the 
person depend on hinvher as their sole 
means of transportation; (7) is exempted 
from this requirement provided in this 
act pursuant to Chapter 28 commencing 
with Section 16-28-1 of Title 16 of the 
Code of Alabama, 1975, as amended.” 

For the majority of Alabama's teen- 
agers this law means that to keep driving 
they have to eam a diploma or stay in 
school, attempting to get a diploma, until 
they reach the age of 19. 

That brings us to another Alabama 
law that affects graduation. To get a di- 
ploma from a high school in Alabama, a 
student must pass the required course 
work and pass the Alabama High School 
Graduation Examination. This test was 
given to the junior class and to other stu- 
dents who had never had the chance to 
take the test previously or those who had 


not yet mastered the competencies. The 
Graduation Exam was given at Zion 
Chapel High School October 5, 6, and 7, 
1993. The test covered the subjects of 


reading, mathematics, and language

Ways Of Preventing Transmission Of Head Lice 


A growing number of cases of 
head Jice have recently been detect- 
ed in the Coffee County School Sys- 
tem. 

All parents are requested to exam- 
ine their children for indications of 
infestation. Head scratching and in- 
tense itching of the scalp are the 
main indications of head lice; and 
their presence can be confirmed by a 
close visual inspection of the hair 
and scalp under a good light and 
magnifying glass. Look for tiny 
grayish crawling forms and/or tiny 
whitish oval eggs adhering to the 
hair shafts about !/4 inch from the 
scalp. 

Head lice are generally transmit- 
ted from one person to another by di- 
rect personal; contact and by sharing 
personal items such as combs and 
brushes, hats, scarves, and coats. 
They do not normally spread dis- 
ease, but they can spread rapidly 
throughout a community if preventa- 
tive measures are not taken as soon 
as the lice or their eggs have been 
detected. 

Although any annoying problem, 
head lice infestation should not 
cause undue alarm - just immediate 
action. In most cases, all that is re- 
quired is shampooing with an effec- 
tive and safe nonprescription anti- 
lice shampoo, available at your local 
drugstores and other pharmacies. All 
persons in the infested individual’s 
household should also be examined 
for the presence of lice and eggs. If 
the problem is detected, all infested 
persons should like-wise undergo 
treatment with the anti-lice sham- 
poo. Follow full directions on bottle. 

In addition to shampooing, where 
possible, all clothing and bedding 
should be washed in hot water (de- 
sired temperature 130°F). Combs 
and brushes should be soaked at the 
same temperature for 5 to 10 min- 
utes. Dry-cleaning all clothing that 
cannot be washed. Vacuum carpets 
and mattresses thoroughly. 

Lice infestations cut across all so- 
cio-economic groups and do not nec- 
essarily denote any lack of personal 
cleanliness. Infestations usually oc- 
cur when infested people fail to re- 
port them due to a misguided notion 
of a social stigma attached to the

Once head lice are successfully 
treated, that is usually the end of the 
problem. But the presence of head 
lice does require your immediate at- 
tention - and action. For more infor- 
mation contact your local drug stores 
or other pharmacies. 


If even one student in the class 
has head lice, all hats and coats 
should be stored separately. This 
may be accomplished in any of sev- 
eral ways: 

(1) Assign students individual 
lockers or “cubbies”; (2) Assign 
each student a wall hook. Space 
hooks 12 inches or more apart; (3) 
Permit students to hang short coats 
on the backs of their scats and long 
coats on the coat rack, so spaced that 
they do not touch the clothing of oth- 
ers; (4)Store hats, caps and scarves 
separately, or let each student keep 
them at his/her desk. 

In physical education classes, 
chances of transmission can be 
greatly lessened by employing any 
of several methods that keep cloth- 
ing separate: 

(1) Number all clothes hooks, and 
assign one to each student; (2) As- 
sign individual lockers to each stu- 
dent; and (3) If enough hooks or 
lockers are not available for cach 
Student to have his/her own, more 
than one student may be assigned to 
the same hook or locker. The num- 
ber of persons at risk will therefore 
be narrowed to only those few shar- 
ing an assigned locker or hook. If 
hooks or lockers were used at ran- 
dom, the entire class would be at 
risk,

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Elba City Council sets date for wet-dry referendum

The Elba City Council set No- 


vember 9th as the date fora wet-dry 
referendum. 

In a special meeting Tuesday 
moming, the council members were 
told a petition had been presented to 
city hall with the legally required 
number of names to get the matter 
on the ballot with the county-wide 
property tax issue in November. 

The voting will be on paper bal- 
lots, because the machine ballots for 
the county property tax vote have al- 
ready been printed. Mayor Ricky 
Haywood explained that additional 
poll officials will be in place at each 
voting place to help with the extra 
paperwork involved. 

According to Haywood, City 


Clerk Jeff Goodson had checked the 
list and certified 215 names as being 
signatures of qualified voters in the 
City of Elba. The minimum number 
required was 208, which is 25% of 
the 832 who voted in the recent city 
council election. 

Haywood explained to the coun- 
cil and interested citizens who were 
in attendance that Alabama law re- 
quires the council to set the mu- 
nicipal option election if the required 
number of names are on the petition 
and if it is received at least 30 days 
before a scheduled election, The 
council can not set an election on 
this matter at any time other than 
with some other election. 

The official filing date for the 
wet-dry petitions was October 6th. 
City Clerk Jeff Goodson said that at 
that time he was told by county and

The second annual Farm-City 
swap was held in Elba with Maxie 
Bozeman, a local peanut farmer, 
swapping places briefly, with Ken- 
neth Grantham, president of The 
Peoples Bank. 

This is one of the many events 
that take place before and during the 
celebration of Farm-City Week in 
Coffee County. 

The formal observance will take

On Wednesday, Maxie Bozeman, 
Jr., dressed in his pin-stripped busi- 
ness suit, assumed the role of banker 
and got a brief feel of “how it is on 
the other side of the desk.” 

Bozeman was raised on a farm 
and has been actively engaged in the 
occupation for the past 18 years.

Following the formal vote on the 
wet-dry issue, Council member Earl 
McCollough asked to bring up an- 
other matter. 

McCollough made a motion that 
“Because of our problems with get- 
ting a budget, I move we freeze hir- 
ing and pay raises for all city cm- 
ployees until we work all this out.” 


The motion passed with McCol- 
lough, Wilson, Brunson and Yelver- 
ton voting yes. Sharpless abstained, 


saying he felt the council was out of 
bounds by making that motion. He 
said he felt any such restraint on the 
mayor's powers must be in the form 
of an ordinance to be legal. Hay- 
wood made no comment on the is- 
suc. 

Mayor Haywood announced that
